Him to Throw It Down. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A man 
identified as Marvin R. Kemmerer 
of Allentown, Pa., threatened the 
House chamber with a revolver to- 
day, demanding the right to speak 
on the floor, but threw down his 
weapon and was arrested. 

He was seized by police after dis- 
rupting proceedings on the floor 
and nearly clearing the galleries 
when he stood up suddenly, waving 
a revolver at the membership. 

“I demand the right to speak,” 
he said. 

Members, in the midst of a vote, 
stopped and looked upward as men 
and women in the galleries nearby 
rushed for the exits. 

A page on the floor shouted: 
“Look out for the gun.” 

Many members started for the 
cloakrooms. Representative Mc- 
Millan (Dem.), South Carolina, was 
presiding. 

Representative Maas (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, shouted to the man to throw 
the weapon to the floor.. He did 
so and then was quickly taken into 


custody by the Capitol police, es- 
corted to the guard room in the 
Senate Office Building. 

On the way, he told newspaper 
men: “I do not represent any or- 
ganization, but I am for all the 
people. I had the gun so I could us- 
sure myself an opportunity to 
speak.” 

When Kemmerer shouted his in- 
tention of speaking, Maas, crossing 
the floor of the chamber said: “All 
right, son, but before you get the 
floor just give me the gun.” 

Kemmerer dropped Maas 
weapon and police rushed in. 

As he was taken down the corri- 
dor towa an elevator, Repre- 
sentative Guardia (Rep.), New 
York, walked on one side and the 
police on the other. Kemmerer ap- 
peared to be about 35 years old. 

Edward J. Roche, of the Wash- 
ington Central Labor Union, who 
was seated behind Kemmerer, told 
reporters the man threatened to 
shoot him after he had pulled out 
the revolver and was waving it in 
the general direction of the House 
floor.

MEXICO INDIGNANT, 
BARS EDNA FERBER 
FOREVER FOR SLURS 

‘She Wrote of Dirty Country

Good Hotels.’

MEXICO City, Dec. 13.—The 
Mexican Department of Immigra- 
tion has telegraphed orders to the 
border not to permit Edna Ferber, 
American writer, ever to re-enter 
Mexico because of statements she 
made in an article in the July 


issue of the Cosmopolitan maga- 
zine. 

“Miss Ferber was given every 
class of facilities when she came 
to Mexico last spring,” said Rafael 
Perez Taylor, chief administration 
official of the Department of In- 
terior. “Despite the fact that she 
was treated courteously and well, 
she wrote that Mexico was a dirty 
country of dogs and fleas, without 
good hotels or restaurants.” 

The hotel men’s association called 
the Immigration Department’s at- 
tention to the article and de- 
manded punitive action. 

Miss Ferber visited Mexico last 
February. with Marc Connelly, 
playwright, and his wife. She was 
received by former President Ortiz 
Rubio at the same time that Mr.

wife were received at Chapultepec

WOMAN BANDIT 
SAWS HER WAY OUT 
UF PENITENTIARY 


Mrs. Murray, Who Won 
Notoriety in Kansas City, 
and Companion Break 
Out at Jefferson City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 13.— 
Two woman convicts escaped early 
today from the women’s department 
of the State Penitentiary here, by 
sawing through the bers in their 
separate cells and by eutting the 
steel frame of an outer window, in 
the “hard-boiled” cell building in 
which they were confined. 

They are Mrs. Edna Murray, 32 
years old, of Kansas City, serving a 
25-year sentence for robbery, and 
Mrs. Irene McCann, 21, of Jasper 
County, serving 10 years for mur- 
der. Mrs. Murray escaped on two 
other occasions and Mrs.- McCann 
escaped once before. 

Warden Rudolph said the women 
cut through the bars and the outer 
window frame with hack saws 
smuggled to them and dropped 
from the window 10 feet to the 
ground. 

Mrs. Murray was known in Kan- 
sas City as the “kiss me bandit,” be- 
cause she invited robbery victims to 
kiss her. Her husband, Jack Mur- 
ray, was convicted with her and 
sentenced to 25 years in prison. 
Mrs. Murray escaped in May, 1927, 
and was apprehended in September, 
1931, in Chicago. She escaped again 
on Nov. 4, 1931, but was caught the 
next day. 

Mrs. McCann is serving a 10-year 
sentence for complicity in the mur- 
der of a jailer in Carthage. Her 
husband, Albert McCann, is serving 
a 50-year sentence for the murder. 
Mrs. McCann escaped on Nov. 10, 
1931, by climbing the fence enclos- 
ing the women’s department, but 
was caught the same day, near Jef- 
ferson City. 

Prison officers said they were 
certain the women had outside aid 
in their escape. The bars on the 
cell in which they were confined 
for incorrigibility had been sawed 
off. It would have been impossible, 
the officials said, for them to have 
done this without help from the 
outside. 

The cell building from which the 
women escaped was completed only 
recently. It has been used very 
sparingly for punishment of the 
more unruly prisoners. 

The escapes were believed to 
have been effected some time\after 
midnight. Shortly-after midnight, 
prison officials learned today, a 
man had stopped at a filling sta- 
tion near the women’s prison farm 
and called a taxicab. 

Otto Rackers, owner of the fill- 
ing station, said he thought two 
women hidden nearby got into the 
cab. They are thought to have left 
the automobiie downtown. 


ALL OF CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 
IN WINNIPEG WILL CLOSE 


Archbishop Notifies Mayor, Says 
Burden Is More Than Church 
Community Can Bear. 

WINNIPEG, Dec. 13.—Archbishop 
Sinnott of Winnipeg, announced to- 
day that’ all Catholic schools in 
Winnipeg would be closed at the 
end of this year. The public school 
board will be called on to make pro- 
vision for the addition of nearly 
2400 more grade school children. 

The Archbishop announced the 
closing in a letter to Mayor Ralph 
Webb in which he said that 
40 years of effort the time had come 
when the financial burden had be- 
come greater than the Catholic 
community in Winnipeg could bear.

Security Holders at Meeting 
With Municipal Represen- 
tatives Outline Their Pro- 
posal. 


COMMITTEE AGREES 
TO STUDY IT FURTHER 


Percentage of Earnings for 
Term of Years (Neither 
Designated) to Be Com- 
pensation. 


The general outline of a plan 
under which owners of the Public 
Service Co. would be willing to 
turn the company’s street car and 
bus properties over to the city was 
developed at the first meeting this 
afternoon of a new conference 
committee representing both the 
city and the company’s security 
holders. , 

The plan suggested by the repre- 
sentatives of the security holders, 
in general, is: 

Title to the property would be 
transferred to the city. 

The security holders would can- 
cel their claims on the property, 
so that it would be unincum- 
bered. 

The compensation of the se- 
curity holders would be provided 
by a contract for the city to 
turn over to a trustee for their 
benefit a certain percentage, not 
designated, of the annual earn- 
ings above operating expenses, 
for a period of years. 

A percentage of earnings would 

pbe set aside annually for re-. 
placement and renewal of prop- 
erty. 

Details were not discussed, but 
the Conference Committee voted to 
make further study along the lines 
suggested. It will study the pro- 
posal from two standpoints; first, 
to include posgible construction of 
a downtown subway, and second, 
without a subway. 

The subway” proposal is to be 
considered only if it is possible to 
finance its construction with a loan 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation under the clas#ifica- 
tion of a self-liquidating project. 

As to whether it would be legal 
for the city to contract to take over 
the property and pay a percentage 
of earnings, if any, to the company, 
was not discussed, but the city’s 
representatives have announced 
that the views of City Counselor 
Muench will be sought on this rath- 
er vague question, as well as on all 
the points involved.

SAYS O-HOUR RAIL DAY 
WONT AFFECT SEG 


I. C. C. Reports to Congress ‘ 
Investigation Ordered at 
Last Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
advised Congress today that the 
six-hour day on railroads would 
have no material effect on opera- 
tions of the carriers, if revenues 
are sufficient to cover added op- 
erating expense. 

The commission reported the re- 
sults of its investigation on the six- 
hour-day ordered at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. It said that on 
basis of compensation the applica- 
tion of the six-hour day would add 
300,000 to 350,000 employes in a@ 
year such as 1930 and between 60,- 
000 to 100,000 in a year of abnormal 
economic conditions such as now 
exists. 

Summarizing the report briefly 
the commission said: 

“There would be no material ef- 
fect adverse or otherwise, upon op- 
eration of the several carriers, as- 
suming that revenues would be 
suffiicent to cover any added op- 
erating expense and still maintain 
credit. 

“There would be no material ef- 
fect, adverse or otherwise, upon 
the service of the several carriers 
subject to the same qualifications 
as shown above with respect to op- 
eration.”

YOUNG ROBBERS 
GUNFESS MURDER 
IN STORE HOLDUP 


Pair Captured in Pool Room 
on Tip by Hotel Guest— 
One Knocked Down With 
Cue by Detective. 


An observant guest of the Lin- 
coln Hotel, 2226 Olive street, began 
an investigation which led to the 
arrest yesterday afternoon of two 
youths and their subsequent con- 
fession that during the last week 
they had committed seyén holdups, 
in the last of which they killed a 
Negro restaurant. porter. 

The guest, reading the descrip- 
tion of the two robbers in yester- 
day's Post-Dispatch, concluded 
that the “nice boys” who had at- 
tracted much attention about the 
hotel because of their gentlemanly 
deportment, were the holdup men 
sought by the police. His hunch, 
communicated to the hotel man- 
ager, was verified by the discovery 
in their room of revolver ammuni- 
tion and picture wire similar to 
that used to bind the victims of the 
robberies. 

The youths were arrested a few 
minutes later by detectives, after 
one had been flored by a blow 
from a pool cue as he reached for 
a revolver. They said they were 
Harold Urban, 17 years old, and 
Ralph Jarboe, 18, or Toledo, O., 
the former a paroled automobile 
thief, the latter wanted in Toledo 
for jumping bonds on charges of 
robbery, larceny and automobile 
theft. 

Total Loot About $200. 

Puffed with vainglory and arro- 
gance over the intensive police 
search for them, the youths readily 
admitted their participation in the 
robberies in which they took slight- 
ly more than $200, and chaffed_ vic- 
tims of the holdups who went to 
Police Headquarters to identify 
them. Only $2 of: the holdup loot 
was left, they declared. 

Jarboe said he shot and killed 
William Frison, Negro, in the hold- 
up Sunday night in a drug store 
at 1800 Lafayette avenue. He de- 
clared his revolver was discharged 
accidentally and that he had not 
meant to shoot Frison. But in his 
vest pocket he still carried the 
shell from which the bullet hag 
been fired. 

“Just a souvenir,” he explained 
to detectives who took it from him.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 13. 
HE Belgian Cabinet of Pre- 
mier de Brogueville voted 
today to refuse payment of 
the $2,125,000 debt installment 
due the United States this week, 
then submitted its resignation. 
The Cabient voted unanim- 
ously on the debt after an ex- 
position of the issue by Georges 
Theunis, who negotiated the 
debt agreement of 1925. 


An official communique said: 
“The Hoover moratorium and 
the Lausanne agreement hav- 
ing deprived Belgium of in- 
come essentially necessary to 
balance the budget, the Gov- 
ernment considers that these 
circumstances render impos 
sible the resumption of pay- 
ments. 

“In informing the Amengen 
Government of its decision, the 
Belgian Government regrets 
that no amiable decision was 
reached previous to the Decem- 
ber maturity, while expressing 
its readiness to offer complete 
collaboration with a view to 
seeking an all-around debt set- 
tlement and a solution for other 
problems standing in the way 
of economic restoration.”

Affairs and Finance Committees of 


the Chamber of Deputies today re- 
jected Premier Herriot’s proposal to 
pay with reservations the debt in- 
stalment due the United States on 
Thursday.

This. decision was followed dur- 
ing a recess of the chamber by a 
vote of a subcommittee of 10 Depu- 
ties reiterating that France should 
not pay until America agreed to a 
conference. 

The Premier, with the backing of 
his Council of Ministers, had pre- 
pared a note for transmission to 
Washington declaring the intention 
of paying the $19,261,438 and asking 
that the payment be counted as a 
part of an eventual accord. 

The note is subject to approval by 
Parliament. 

The draft of the note says that, 
unless a definite settlement of the 
debt issue can be made France will 
be unable “to support henceforth 
the burden of a regime which can 
only be justified by the payment of 
reparations.” 

Advance Pledge Demanded. 

Deputy Lamoureux, general re- 
porter for the Finance Committee, 
later mounted the tribune in the 
Chamber of Deputies and recalled 
that the Foreign Affairs and Fi- 
nance Committees, after having 
heard Premier Herriot in the morn- 
ing, had adopted a résolution ac- 
cepting a proposal to pay the De- 
cember instalment to America on 
condition that the American Gov- 
ernment agree beforehand to a pro- 
posal for an international confer- 
ence. 

He said the Finance and Foreign 
Affairs committees drafted a new 
resolution saying that as the cir- 
cumstances had been altered, the.

By HINGTON, Dec. 13.—Lead- 
ers of prohibition supporters today 
opposed legalization of beer in con- 
cluding hearings before the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Among them were Deets Pickett, 
Bishop James Cannon Jr., Mrs. 
Ella A. Boole, president of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, and Dr. F. Scott Mc- 
Bride, superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League. 

Bishop Cannon told the commit- 
tee that any member of his church 
who used “intoxicating liquor for 
beverage purposes is violating his 
vows.” 

The Bishop read from resolutions 
opposing “a change in the liquor 
laws,” he said had been adopted by 
the Kentucky and Louisville con- 
ferences of his church, the Method- 
ist Episcopal, South. 

He presented “the actions of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America,” which he said 
represented about 25 per cent of the 
Protestant churches in America. He 
then read a resolution adopted op- 
posing modification or repeal. 

“I am not prepared to say,” Can- 
non said, “that there has been no 
change in sentiment on this ques- 
tion. But I am prepared to say 
there has been no change in the at- 
titude of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and of the churches 
represented by the Federal Coun- 
cil.” 

He said Whiting Williams of 
Cleveland, who has studied labor 
conditions over a period of years, 
had reported “the volume of misery 
among the unemployed and rioting 
wad unrest also would be manifestly 
greater if it were not for prohibi- 
tion.” 

“The man rush of certain groups 
to legalize beer reminds one of 
Nero fiddling while Rome burns,” 
Bishop Cannon said. “It is gener- 
ally admitted by the men on the 
street that beer without a kick will 
not be sold.” 

The Bishop argued that “Con- 
gress is without power to fix the 
alacoholic content” of beverages 
and said drinking places would be- 
come centers of vice. 

“More Enforcement Troubles.” 

Bishop Cannon said that to modi- 
fy the Volstead act to legalize 2.75 
or 3.2 per cent beer by weight or 4 
per cent by volume, would greatly fa- 
» Cilitate nullification and greatly in- 
crease the difficulties of prohibition 
enforcement. He continued: 

“The absurd claims which have 
been made as to the amount of 
revenue the Federal Government 
might obtain from beer taxes 
reached a climax in the blatant edi- 
torial in Collier’s last week, that 
$1,000,000,000 could be expected as 
revenue from beer. Such a state- 
ment shows a pitifully ignorant and 
fanatical state of mind. 

“Any bill passed by Congress to 
secure revenue from beer is a di- 
rect attack upon the homes of lab- 
oring men, their wives and chil- 
dren, and an attack upon the meat, 
shoe, hat, clothing, dry goods; dairy, 
soft drink and other forms of help- 
ful, not harmful, business.” 

Bishop Cannon was asked what 
the attitude of his church would be 
in the event the Supreme Court 
should rule that 3.2 per cent beer 
was constitutional. 

“If the Supreme Court rules that 
is constitutional, that is the dictum 
of the Supreme Court but it might 
be overturned by my church people 
who drink it and become intoxi- 
cated,” Bishop Cannon answered. 
He said that when he was in col- 
lege he used to help put friends to 
bed who were intoxicated on four 
per cent beer. 


Against “Licensed Traffic.” 


Pickett, research secretary of the 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, told the com- 
mittee that his church was opposed 
to “the licensed liquor traffic, 
whether that traffic consist of beer, 
wine or stronger liquors.” 

Representative Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, asked Pickett: “Do 
you mean to say there is anything 
in the vows of the Methodist 
Church against the drinking of 
beer? Aren't some of the members 
of your church beer drinkers?” 
“Some, I suppose.” 

“Are you not giving the impres~ 

sion that the Methodist Church ap- 
proves your coming here to oppose 
this bill?” “I intended to give no 
such impression.” 
_ “Then you don’t intend to give 
the impression that Methodist 
Church vows have any references in 
opposition to this legislation,” 
Treadway commented. 

Discussion over the church vows 
grews out of Pickett’s statement 
that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church had more than 4,000,000 
members and “it numbers amdng 
its members only those who have 
stood before its altar and taken the 
vows of the church. It is opposed

into session a little after 3 o’clock, 
with Louis Marin, a former Cabinet 
Minister, opening the debate on the 
debts. He began with a denuncia- 
tion of the Hoover moratorium. As 
he was speaking, the word went 
about that the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, having rejected the 
Government’s draft note, had voted 
to present an earlier resolution call- 
ing for payment only if the United 
States. accepted in advance the 
proposal for a conference to recon- 
sider the debt structure, 

Marin criticised the speech Her- 
riot made in the Chamber yester- 
day, in which the Premier appealed 
to the Chamber not to dishonor the 
signature of France. Nobody wants 
to strike a blow at the sanctity of 
the nation’s giver’ word, said Ma- 
rin. “What has broken the con- 
tract?” he demanded. “It was the 
initiative of President Hoover when 
he launched his moratorium!” 
There was a voice from the benches 
on the left: “We never should have 
voted in favor of that moratorium!” 

“Where,” Marin cried, “can you 
find a man of common sense who 
will not admit that our interests 
have been harmed by the Hoover 
initiative? France wants to respect 
her contracts, but everybody must 
take the consequences of his acts.” 

Assails Hoover Pian. 

Mr. Hoover, he said, declared thai 
the moratorium would improve rhe 
situation in Germany, but that sit- 
uation has only grown worse, “and 
all Europe has felt the bad effects. 
The British pound sterling, solid 
for a century, has fallen.” 

“The entire American press,” he 
declared, “forecast the moratori- 
um. Why? American credits in- 
vested in Europe had reached 450,- 
000,000,000 francs.” 

He read what he said was a re- 
port of the Finance Committee of 
the United States Senate, asserting 
that as a result of certain opera- 
tions by American bankers, the 
committee and the President had 
warned the bankers that in Ger- 
many the payment of reparations 
had priority He exclaimed: “If 
we pay now why shouldn't we pay 
on June 15 and for that matter for 
the next 60 years? We are not 
bound to pay because of the Hoo- 
ver moratorium. We don’t want to 
be dupes!” 

“This payment cannot be made!” 
Marin shouted. “The people of 
France believe that the financial 
burden of the war should be divided 
among all peoples. The French peo- 
ple cannot understand why France 
alone should support the burden.” 

Marin declared’ that the French 
people cannot permit France to be 
invaded and ruined by American 
products as compensation for con- 
cessions by America. He was con- 
vinced, he said, that reservations 
on the debts would have little prac- 
tical result, “because Frankiin 
Roosevelt has said there could be 
no relation between debts and rep- 
arations and that readjustment of 
the debts depended upon the -ca- 
pacity of the paying countries.” 

The speaker said he apperciated 
Premier Herriot’s policy to stay 
united with England, but he said he 
thought England’s position with re- 
spect to the United States was not 
the same as that of France. “En- 
gland,” he said, “has a special pol- 
icy toward the United States, and 
has a means of pressure which we 
have not.” 

Expects Refusal to Pay in June. 

In this connection, it was made 
known while Marin was speaking 
that when Premier Herriot was be- 
fore the Foreign Affairs and‘ Fi- 
nance committees he was asked 
whether he was convinced that 
Great Britain would refrain from 
paying the next debt installment to 
America in June. He replied that 
such was his belief. 

Marin discounted the likelihood 
that the United States, in the event 
of non-payment would exercise 
pressure suoh as the seizure of pri- 
vate property. “As for tariff,” he 
said, “there already is a tariff war.

“The French Government will 
pay on Dec, 15, 1932, $19,261,- 
432.50. 

“It will ask that this payment 
be considered a part of the new 
accord to be arrived at. 

“It has the honor to inform the 
Government of the United States 
that so long as there is main- 
tained the situation brought about 
by the moratorium, France, if a 
new general settlement of inter- 
national debts is not made, will 
not be in a condition either really 
or legally to support henceforth 
the burden of a regime which in 
good faith can only be justified 
by the payment of reparations.”

Object to Prolonging Agree- 
ment ‘Indefinitely’— 
‘Would Consider Definite 
Termination.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—Railway 
brotherhood delegates rejected to- 
day the proposal of the railroad 
managements that the deadline 
next Jan. 31 for termination of the 


present temporary 10 per cent wage/ 


reduction of rail employes be ex- 
tended indefinitely. 

Alexander F. Whitney, chairman 
of the employes’ representatives at 
the joint wage scale conference, 
presented the answer of the broth- 
erhoods to the executives at the 
opening of today’s joint session. He 
made clear that labor would nut 
accept an indefinite extension of 
the present wages, but would be 


| willing to discuss an extension if 


a definite termination were fixed. 

His reply pointed out that the 
railway proposal made yesterday 
did not conform to the purpose of 
the conference, as set forth in the 
invitation sent out by the carriers 
Oct. 14. 

Calis Plan “Cancelation.” 

“Your proposal of yesterday,” 
said Whitney for the employes, 
“was not a proposal to extend the 
agreement for any period. Your 
committee has indicated its desire 
to terminate the agreement at the 
earliest moment. To agree to your 
right of termination is to agree to 
cancelation. Operation of your pro- 
posal would-be wholly for the dben- 
efit of the managements and whol- 
ly for the detriment of the em- 
ployes. It is difficult to believe you 
made the proposition seriously.” 

The effect of an indefinite exten- 
sion of current wages would be to 
change the present 10 per cent de- 
duction from pay checks into a 10 
per cent reduction. “Labor,” Whit- 
ney said, “is not here to quibble 
over words.” 

He suggested that if the railway 
presidents would continue the ne- 
gotiations, they must confine their 
proposals to the purpose of the all

for a definite period. 

Another Offer Last October. 

Whitney disclosed that the con- 
versations between the manage- 
ments and labor leaders had crysta- 
lized Oct. 13 in an offer of the rail- 
roads to withhold notice of any re- 
duction. in wages if the employes 
would give assurance of their wili- 
ingness to continue the existing de- 
duction of 10 per cent for six 
months beyond the dead line.

the executives had suggested, wages 
should be subject to the prescribed 
legal routine under the Railway La- 
bor act. 

The following day, Whitney said, 
the brotherhoods replied that they 
lacked authority to execute such an 
agreement. Then the railroads re- 
quested the present conference.

McFadden Proposed Action Be- 
cause He Said Moratorium 
Usurped Power of Congress.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 

House of Representatives on a roll 

call vote this afternoon rejected a 


trresolution proposed by Representa- 


tive McFadden, Pennsylvania Re- 


publican, looking to the impeach- 


ment of President Hoover. The 
vote was overwhelming. 

The resolution was tabled on the 
motion of Chairman Pou of the 
Rules Committee... It was an 18- 
page excoriation of the President. 
Pou is dean of the Democratic ma- 
jority. 

McFadden, long an opponent of 
Mr. Hoover, assailed him in the 
resolution especially in connection 
with the moratorium. Last session, 
because of his attacks on the Pres- 
ident, McFadden was deprived of 
all his patronage rights. 

The resolution charged the chief 
executive had “attempted unlaw- 
fully to. dissipate and has unlaw- 
fully dissipated financial resources 
and other resoffrces of the United 
States,” interfered with receipt by 
the United States of payments due 
from foreign nations, causing great 
losses, injuring the credit of the 
United States and increasing un- 
employment and suffering.

NO FURTHER CUT IN TEACHERS’ 
PAY LIKELY, ROLLINS DECLARES 


Head of Board of Education Ex- 
pects 10 Pct. Reduction to Be 
Continued Next Year, However. 


There is no reasén to fear a fur- 
ther reduction of teachers’ salaries, 
President Rollins of the Board of 
Education told the Public School 
Patrons’ Alliance last night, in a 
discussion of school finances. 


Teachers and other school em- 
ployes have accepted a voluntary 
reduction of 10 per cent in their 
pay for the fiscal year ending next 
June 30. Rollins, in his speech, 
did not refer to the possibility of 
continuing the curtailment in the 
next fiscal year, but said today he 
feared that would be necessary. 

By careful assignment of school 
space and the new policy of branch 
high schools for the lower high 
school grades, the board ought to 
be able to get along without new 
buildings until the depression is 
over, Rollins told the alliance. He 
said a bond issue probably would 
be needed for new buildings event- 
ually. 

The alliance appointed a com- 
mittee to ask the Board of Educa- 
tion tonight to delay converting the 
vacant Franklin School, 814 North 
Nineteenth street, into a branch 
high school. The alliance objects 
to the location, feeling a place far- 
ther west would be more conven- 
ient and would serve more pupils. 
It suggested that the Glasgow 
School, 1415 North Garrison avenue, 
might be a better site. The board 
has prepared to make Glasgow 
School a Negro grade school next 
month. 

Rollins, a member of the alliance 
since 1917 and its former presi- 
dent, received a scroll testifying to 
his interest in the schools.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—A ten- 
tative draft of a domestic allot- 
ment farm relief plan covering 
wheat, cotton, tobacco and hogs and 
repealing the stabilization provi- 
sions of the Farm Board act, was 
made public today as the basis of 
farm-relief hearings by the House 


Agriculture Committee. 

Chairman Jodnes distributed the 
draft of the emergency bill he had 
prepared to members of the com- 
mittee. It meets tomorrow to pro- 
ceed with consideration. “This is 
simply a tentative bill to be used 
wholly as the basis of the commit- 
tee’s work,” Jones explained. 

The first section’ of the measure 
directs that within 30 days of en- 
actment the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture shall estimate and proclaim the 
probable dome consumption of 
the 1933 production of wheat, cot- 
ton, tobacco and hogs. 

Adjustment Certificates. 

Each producer then would be en- 
titled to an adjustment certificate 
“covering the domestic consumption 
percentage of each lot of the com- 
modity of his own production 
which is marketed by or for him 
‘during the year.” 

The face amount of the adjust- 
ment certificates were to be fixed 
at 42 cents a bushel for wheat, 5 
cents a pound for cotton, 4 cents a 
pound for tobacco and 2 cents a 
pound for hogs, less administrative 
expenses. 

Ignoring suggestions that it 
might meet a_ presidential veto, 
farm leaders today rallied behind 
thd voluntary allotment plan. 
fore the House Committee to tell 
Chairman Jones they wolud sup- 
port the plan provided additional 
consumer costs were not passed on 
to by-products of the commodity 
served.

|HEAVY GASUALTIES REPORTED 


IN BOLIVIA-PARAGUAY WAR 


From Gran Chaco Re- 
gion Place Dead and Wounded 
at 30,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 13.— 
American cattlemen arriving here 
from the Gran Chaco region, scene 
of fighting between Bolivia and 
Paraguay, today said that casual- 
ties on both sides have Keen ap- 
pallingly large. They declared that 
unofficial estimates put the Para- 
guayan dead and wounded as high 
as 12,000 and those of the Bolivians 
at 18,000. 


Since July, it has been estimated, 
also unofficially, the Paraguayan 
forces have been ‘ increased until 
they now number 30,000 to 40,000. 
It was semi-officially announced 
several months ago that there were 
20,000 Paraguayan soldiers in the 
field. 

The English mission at Makthla- 
waiya, like most available buildings 
in Paraguay, has become a hospital 
filled with wounded soldiers. Para- 
guay has requisitioned most of the 
available cattle, giving vouchers not 
immediately redeemable, but offer- 
ing a-price slightly higher than 
market quotations, 

Increasing rains, meanwhile, have 
not lessened the fighting, but are 
transforming the Chaco into a vast 
bog, which, when the rainy season 
reaches its peak in January and 
February, is certain to halt all mili- 
tary transportation except that by 
ox train. The cattlemen said they 
had been “near enough to Aguarica 
to hear the fighting.” 


SAYS BRITISH MARKET I$ LOST 
IF U. S. COLLECTS ON DEBTS 


Sir Norman Angell Thinks Depre- 
ciation of Pound Will Automatical- 
ly Eliminate Buying from America. 
By the Associated Press. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 13. — Great 
Britain will not need to put a spe- 
cific embargo against United States 
goods if war debts payments con- 
tinue, Sir Norman Angell, author 
and economist, said today, as the 
pound will depreciate still further 
and it will not be possible to buy 
American goods in the United King- 
dom on account of their. high price. 

Sir Norman expressed concern at 
the possibility that Britain might 
default on her payments, after 
making that due Dec. 15. 

“It would not be nice to think 

that John Bull defaulted,” he said, 
“but American opposition is bitter, 
in places, on the subject of debt 
cancellation, and I am afraid that 
if the American Congress takes a 
stiff stand on this question after 
Dec. 15, there will be a great ac- 
cession to the default sentiment 
in England. 
“We should not blame the Amer- 
ican politicians too much,” Sir Nor- 
man declared. “We Europeans are 
not in a position to preach to them. 
It took us 10 years to face the facts 
about reparations.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT WORSE THAN 
EVER BEFORE, GREEN ASSERTS 


Seasonal Gain, He Says, Finds 
Workers With Resources Ex- 
hausted and Vitality Lowered. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Wil- 
lam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, said yes- 
terday that unemployment was in- 
creasing again, on the basis of re- 
ports from affiliated unions. 

He said this was normal and 
that the increase was less than us- 
ual for the time of year. He warned, 
however, that “unemployment is 
more serious than ever before since 
it finds workers with resources 
long since exhausted and with vi- 
tality lowered.” 

“In the last few months,” Green 
added, “temporary work brought 
hope to hundreds of thousands; in 
the next few months at least a mil- 
lion will lose their sources of in- 
came, unless our efforts to create 
jobs..can keep them at work.” 
Statistics of the federation 
showed that the peak of estimated 
unemployment was reached in Au- 
gust of this year, with 11,460,000. 
September showed re-employment 
of more than 500,000 and October 
virtually no change. The percent- 
age of trade union unemployed for 
the latter month was 24.1 and the

TOKIO, Dec. 13.—Disregarding 


friendly advice of its oid ally, Great 
Britain, Japan instructed its dele- 
gation at Geneva today to reject the 
proposal that an international con- 
ciliation commission be created to 
attempt a settlement of the Chi- 
nese-Japanese controversy over 
Manchuria. 

Financial quarters considered the 
British /manner of approach in 
making this proposal to Japan (be- 
fore the League had taken definite 
action) as a diplomatic reverse for 
Japan and there were sharp de- 
clines in the stock market. 

Resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions between China and Russia, 
announced yesterday at Geneva, 
also contributed to the market de- 
cline. A Government: spokesman 
said this action by what he de- 
scribed as the nations “most dis- 
turbing to the peace of the world” 
was “indirectly threatening” Jdpan. 


Great Britain Aets Alone. 


It was learned Great Britain had 
acted alone in proposing that Ja- 
pan accept the commission concili- 
ation scheme and that other Pow- 
ers were not associated with its 
suggestion. 

Great Britain pointed out that, if 
Japan refused conciliation efforts 
under paragraph 3 of Article 15 of 
the League Covenant, it probably 
would be unavoidable that the 
League would proceed with appli- 
cation of paragraph 4. (Paragraph 
3 provides that the League Council 
endeavor to effect a settlement of 
disputes. Paragraph 4 provides that, 
if this fails, the Council by majority 
vote shall publish a report of the 
facts and recommendations “in re- 
gard thereto.”) Great Britain hoped 
such action would be unnecessary. 

Commenting on resumption of 

Chinese-Russian relations, a Gov- 
ernment spokesman said the possi- 
bility of completion of a Russian- 
Japanese non-aggression pact now 
was greatly diminished. 
He challenged the statement of 
Maxim Litvinoff, Russian Foreign 
Commissar, that lack of diplomatic 
relations between “some nations” 
bordering on the Pacific were to 
blame for present troubles in Man- 
churia. 


“Indirect Threat to Japan.’ 

“Evidentiy meaning the United 
States and Russia could have 
checked Japan’s course in the con- 
tinent of Asia, M. Litvinoff, it ap- 
pears, is angling for American rec- 
ognition and simultaneously indi- 
rectly threatening Japan,” the 
spokesman said. 
“If this is Russia’s frame of 
mind, thinking of possible align- 
ments of power against Japan, 
what is the use of a non-aggression 
pact.”

The composition of the subcom- 
mittee reassured partisans of no 
open or implied castigation of Ja- 
pan’s conciliatory settlement on the 
condition that there would be no 
untoward move irrevocably alienat- 
ing Japan and making ultimate set- 
tlement impossible. The smaller 
Powers were thought to be con- 
vinced of the necessity for keeping 
Japan in the League by all possible 
means. | 

It was also thought that with the 
possibility of participation of the 
United States and the Soviet Gov- 
ernment in the deliberations, and 
with the enlargement of the scope 
of the committee of 19 and the 
work of the .League Assembly, the 
smaller nations would be willing to 
subscribe to a milder formula than 
was envisaged last week.

RECIPROCITY TARIFFS 
INDORSED BY ITALY 


Grand Council of Fascism, 
However, Will Insist on 
‘Adequate’ Protection. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Dec. 13.—The Grand 


Cquncil of Fascism, presided over 
by Premier Mussolini, today 
framed a tariff and international 
trade policy for Italy based largely 
on reciprocity subordinated to the 
interests of the country. 

The Council resolved that Italy 
should do all in its power to stim- 
ulate trade with other countries, 
contracting wherever possible reci- 
procity agreements, without taking 
a definite stand at present in favor 
of any. existing tariff policies for 
the world. 

Similarly, the Council recom- 
mended close study of the forma- 
tion of international cartels with a 
view of eventually adopting meas- 
ures to prevent them from adverse- 


ly affecting Italian industry. 


The resolution carried a_ safe- 
guard clause that, regardless of 
what steps were taken, tariffs 
must be “adequate” to protect in- 
dustry. It concluded with a dec- 
laration that there will be no 
“forced conversion” of the public 
debt.

State Department Ready to 
Accept Reservation to St. 
Lawrence Waterway 
Treaty.

WASH HINGTON “Dee. 13.—The 


State Department agreed today to 
a reservation on the St. Lawrence 
waterway treaty, if necessary, to 
prevent granting a permanent right 
to the Aluminum Co. of America 
for diversion of water for power. 

Assistant Secretary James 4G. 
Rogers told the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Subcommittee considering 
the treaty he had no objections to 
a reservation demanded by Frank 
P. Walsh, chairman of the New 
York Power Authority, to prevent 
the Aluminum company from ob- 
taining a permanent grant of the 
right to divert water for its power 
project at Massena. 

Rogers contended, however, that 
there was nothing in the treaty 
which affected the Aluminum com- 
pany’s right to the water, as testi- 
fied earlier in the day by Walsh. 

The Assistant Secretary. agreed 
with Walsh that the treaty should 
not affirm the company’s right to 
the water. 

Walsh testified that the treaty 
would perpetuate a “bald gratuity” 
for the Aluminum Co. of America 
by the expenditure of $1,318,000 for 
the company’s power project. at 
Massena. 

Walsh ‘was the final witness in 
the hearings on the treaty signed 
with Canada last summer for car- 
rying out the proposal at an estr- 
mated joint cost of $543,000,000. 

With friends as well as foes of 
the treaty looking to President-elect 
Roosevelt as the holder of the 
pact’s final destiny, Walsh’s views 
were sought with more than ordi- 
nary interest, because of his close 
association with the President- 
elect in connection with the power 
phases of the project. 

Walsh said testimony by Briga- 
dier-General George B. Pillsbury, 
assistant chief of army engineers, 
confirmed the view that the treaty 
would provide diversion of water 
by the aluminum company. 

“This testimony,” he said, “makes 
it clear that the works provided 
for in the engineering plans, which 
are made as integral parts of the 
St. Lawrence treaty, contemplate 
the expenditure of $1,318,000 for the 
purpose of giving the aluminum 
company permanent diversion of 
+ 25,000 cubic feet a second, if an 
equitable arrangement cannot be 
made between the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America and the power 
authority of the State of New York 
6r others who are to develop. the 
power. 

“The committee will recognize the 
disadvantage at which the State 
will be placed in any negotiation 
with the aluminum company, if the 
treaty provides the corporation 
with an alternative, making it en- 
tirely independent of an agreement 
with the State. 

“The aluminum company would 
occupy a favored position among 
all the industries within transmis- 
sion distance of the project.” 

Billion Kilowatt Cut. 

Walsh testified that the diversion 
for the aluminum company would 
reduce the power to be developed 
by the public project by more than 
1,000,000,000 kilowatt hours per 
year. He estimated this would 
amount to nearly $100, 000,000 over a 
40-year period. 

“This loss would be imposed for 
the benefit of the aluminum com- 
pany at the expense of the public 
project and of the consumers of 


electricity,” he contended, and said }

“Inasmuch as this is a purely 
domestic question, of no possible 
concern to Canada, whatever ac- 
tion may be necessary to preserve 
the rights of the State of New York 
and to eliminate this obvious flaw 
in the treaty can be taken by the 
United States without prejudice to 
the treaty as a whole and without 
impending in any way the carry- 
ing out of the development in 
which the nation and the State are 
interested.” 

Indorses Construction. 

Walsh indorsed construction of 
the St. Lawrence seaway and said 
it would expedite the project if 
Congress would give prompt con- 
sideration to allocating the power 
and fixing the costs to be divided 
by the Federal Government and 
New York State. 

He proposed that the United 
States agree to make available to 
New York for power development 
all of the water in the interna- 
tional rapids section over and 
above the quantity required for 
navigation.

TO'T.R’ FORMALLY

In Ceremony at the White 
House Hoover Receives, 
for the Nation, Deed t to 


‘ Property.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — A 
shrine to the memory of Theodore 
Roosevelt—a wooded island in the 
Potomac River—was accepted ,on 
behalf of the nation yesterday with 
impressive ceremonies in the Hast 
Room of the White House. 

In the presence of a small but 
distinguisned group, President Hoo- 
ver accepted the deed to the land 
heretofore called Analostan Island 
and directed that it “shall here- 
after be known as Theodore Roose- 
velt Island and dedicated to the na- 
tion.” 

Seated on gilded chairs in a 
semi-circle druwn begeath the East 
Room’s huge crystal chandeliers 
to witness the ceremony was Mrs. 


worth, daughter of “T. R.”, Secre- 
tary of State Stimson, Gen. John J. 
Pershing and about 20 others. 
Although the late President’s 
widow wus not present, James R. 
Garfield, president of the Roose- 
velt memorial Association, who 
presented the deed, quoted her as 
saying of the memorial: 

“It is a iream come true.” 

The President’s speech of ac- 
ceptance follows: 

“The fame of President Theodore 
Roosevelt has grown in luster and 
stature as the years have passed. 
Time constantly brings his essen- 
tial greatness into clearer and 
clearer outline. His accomplish- 
ments will bulk large in the pages 
of history, but equally he will be 
remembered for his personality and 
his character. His was a virile 
energy, a greatness of vision and a 
faith in his country’s future which 
knew no _ boundaries of limiting 
doubts. These qualities inherent 
within him and his strength were 
unconsciously developed in commu- 
nion with nature. He lived much in 
the open; he loved the mountains, 
the woods, the streams and the sea. 
From them he gained a spacious- 
ness of outlook which permanently 
endear him to his countrymen. 

“There is thus an especial appro- 
priateness in this memorial which 
you are giving to the nation. This 
wooded island set in the midst of 
the Potomac is forever within view 
of the Lincoln Memorial, the Wash- 
ington Monument, the Capitol and 
the White House. You have wisely 
chosen a bit of nature within the 
boundaries of the city which he 
loved and where he rendered such 
noble service, As years go by, the 
nation will add to its usefulness and 
its appropriateness as a memorial 
to so great a President. 

“In the name of the people of the 
United States and on behalf of the 
Federal Government, I accept this 
gift and tender to you and to the 
thousands of citizens whose gener- 
osity made it possible, their warm- 
est commendation and grateful 
thanks. In consummation of these 
purposes, I direct that Analostan 
Island shall hereafter be known as 
Theodore Roosevelt Island and 


dedicated to the nation.”

Missouri’s Beautiful Women.

It is not so plain whether Mr. Hoover believed then 
that our war debt policy could be softened. If 80, 
he changed his mind about it after he heard from con- 
gressional leaders. The Europeans moved swiftly 
after the Hoover-Laval conference. They were under 
the impression that if they forgave the ‘reparations 
the United States would at least materially reduce 
the debts. In the conference at Lausanne they did 
forgive most of the reparations. They remitted about 
95 per cent of them. What had been a matter of 
billions of dollars became an item of some $760,- 
000,000. 

M. Herriot, the present French Premier, blames Mr. 
Hoover for what has happened. Addressing the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday, the Premier asserted that 
except for the Hoover moratorium the whole matter 
of war debts and reparations would have moved in 
accordance with the Young plan. That is, if the Ger- 
mans could not pay, provision was made in the Young 
plan for a moratorium. Instead of getting it there by 
asking for it, they got it through Mr. Hoover's inter- 
cession. 

The Premier feels that France has been tricked. 
He says: “The moratorium cost us £16,500,000. It 
cost us our title in the reparations.” What they did 
at Lausanne, he tells the Chamber of Deputies, was 
neither to the advantage of France nor healing to a 
sick world. They merely increased the value of Amer- 
ican private credits in Europe. 

Those are bitter words, and the best that can be 
said of the whole matter is that it has been unfortu- 
nate. It illustrates as well as anything could illus- 
trate what happens in the United States when the 
President is of one mind and Congress of another. 
Mr. Hoover has never shared the congressional opin- 
ion as to the war debts. He has always believed them 
to be a great factor in the world depression. There 
is not much doubt that, could he have had his way, 
he would have traded the war debts, in some degree 
at least, for cancelation of reparations. The President 
is far from having a free hand in any such opera- 
tion. When he has Congress behind him he may 
speak for it, but when Congress is against him he 
can only try persuasion. Mr. Hoover has seldom been 
able to persuade Congress of anything. What he had 
hoped might happen with regard to the war debts 
and reparations has never borne fruit in Congress. 
The congressional attitude toward the war debts is 
uncompromising. Nothing could be more remote from 
it than this paragraph from the Hoover-Laval state- 
ment: 


In so far as intergovernmental obligations are 
concerned, we recognize that prior to the expira- 
tion of the Hoover year of postponement some 
agreement regarding them may be necéssary cov- 
ering the period of business depression, as to the 
terms and conditions of which the two Govern- 
ments make all reservations. The initiative in 
this matter should be taken at an early date by 
the European Powers principally concerned with- 
in the framework of the agreements existing 
prior to July 1, 1931. 

Thirteen months later, we see Mr. Hoover sending 
a message to Congress in which there is this signifi- 
cant paragraph: 

The European Governments, obligated to %s in 
war debts, have requested that there should he 
suspension of payments due the United States on 
Dec. 15 next, to be accompanied by exchange of 
views upon this debt question. Our Government 
has informed them that we do not approve of sus- 
pension of the Dec. 15 payments. I have stated 
that I would recommend to the Congress methods 
to overcome temporary exchange difficulties in 
connection with this payment from nations where 
it may be necessary. 


That is hardly in the spirit of the Hoover-Laval 
conference. It is in direct opposition to the spirit of 
Lausanne. The best that can be hoped for now is 
that the Roosevelt administration may reopen the 
subject for discussion. The payments due Thursday 
are of no great importance. It is the war débt policy 
of the United States that is important. Other pay- 
ments will become due next June. In our judgment, 
Mr. Hoover would have acquitted himself in this dif- 
ficult field with far greater distinction had he fought 
for the amelioration promised in the Hoover-Laval 
statement.- He might conceivably have lost, but he 
would not have been on both sides of the question.

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EXTENDERS OF ART. 

American art lost a pair of eminent teachers in 
the deaths on succeSsive days of John C. Van Dyké 
and John Henry Niemeyer. The former at Rutgers 
and the latter at Yale upheld the finest traditions in 
art ae ee and criticism, and together they ex- 
ercised an influence not at all in proportion to pop- 
ular unfamiliarity with their names. It was the dis- 
tinction of Prof. Niemeyer, who was in his ninety- 
fourth year, to have been the teacher of Augustus 
St. Gaudens and Frederic Remington, both of whom 
left achievements of first importance in our art. Dr. 
Van Dyke’s many books gave him a wider ac- 
quaintanceship with the present generation than the 
long-retired Prof. Niemeyer enjoyed, and persons who 
have read him enjoyed his delightful style. Rem- 
brandt and the old masters, the European galleries 
and art in the strange, far-off places of the world 
were subjects he made alive and near at hahd. The 
appreciation of art ennobles a people, and to the ex- 
tension of that attribute Niemeyer and Van Dyke 
devoted themselves, among a people who have had for 
art all too little time. 
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A HIGH-HATTER’S WOE. 

There are times when a Cabinet officer has to wear 
a silk hat, and that is why our Postmaster-General 
wants a new automobile. His present car {s good 
enough, ordinarily, but on those formal occasions 
that demand sartorial punctilio it just won’t do. It 
lacks the necessary clearance. Mr. Brown is far from 
the stature of a Coldstream Guardsman. He is la- 
mentable inches short of the six feet. Even so, when 
calling, say, on the Ambassador from Nazilia to in- 
quire about King Blozo’s health and to send a mes- 
sage, perhaps, to the fascinating Miss Dinah Mow, 
he is obliged, while en route, to carry his high hat 
on his lap. It is a humiliating compulsion. It ca- 
reens thé morale. It dislocates the amour propre. It 
makes Mr. Brown feel like-a wren when he ought to 
be spreading his wings like an eagle.

We should have heard about this 
while the flags were whipping in the campaign winds 
and the verdict of Nov. 8 was still in the making.

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CONFUSION WORSE CONFOUNDED. 


The mess caused by the failure of Congress to pass 
the repeal resolution is well illustrated by the situ- 
ation in Missouri.

SOME MISSOURI TOWNS THAT HELP THEMSELVES. 

Besides learning that low rates and home rule beat 
high rates and franchise domination, more than one 
Missouri town is finding that municipally owned util- 
ities are decided assets in times of depression. 

Slater, railroad town of 3400 people, started a 
municipal power and light plant 43 years ago. It 
recently completed a $10,000 addition, to house a new 
$40,000 engine. By using hand labor wherever prac- 
tical, it, was possible to employ 100 jobless residents 
for two months. All expenses came from earnings. 

Lebanon, seat of Laclede County, buys 300 cords of 
wood from needy farmers each month for its water 
and light plant.

Marshall, long known for its low rates, has awarded 
a $16,000 contract for a 750,000-gallon reservoir.

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THE ANGLO-PERSIAN OIL DISPUTE. 

The economic motives that dominate the deslings 
of great nations with smaller ones are perfectly il- 
lustrated in the present dispute between Great Britain 
and Persia over oil rights. Persia has become a 
British “sphere of influence” because of her strategic 
position on the road to India and her rich oil depos- 
its. A British exploiter acquired oil rights of poten- 
tially fabulous value a generation ago for $20,000, 
and the British Government bought control of the 
resultant Anglo-Persian Oil Co. during the World 
War. Now, although the concession has 29 years to 
run, Persia has canceled it, as part of her movement 
to uproot foreign influence. It is a major blow to 
Britain’s industrial and naval ambitions, both of 
which depend largely on the 45,000,000 barrels of oil 
produced annually in Persia.

A British View of the Lytton Report 


Infinite importance of this study of the Manchurian problem remains undiminished; 
it shows Japan in the role of brutal imperialism, in violation of a whole body of 
treaties and international understandings; Lytton report explodes Japan's excuses, and 
places upon the League of Nations responsibility for resisting the injustice to China.

HE Lytton report on Manchuria is now 
T petore the Council of the League. Noth- 
ing that has happened since, some weeks 
ago, the report was received in Geneva has 
diminished its infinite importance. The sim- 
plicities of the case remain unchanged. 
They are the necessity of upholding a body 
of treaties, including the Covenant, against 
an aggressor who is the more dangerous 
bécause he has sought to circumvent the 
treaties by subterfuge; the necessity of pro- 
tecting the weak against the violence of the 
strong; the necessity of strengthening a 
system on which, since it professes to give 
security without resort to arms, depends 
the peace of both East and West; of the 
Pacific, where the outlines of Japanese- 
American conflict gather shape; of Europe, 
where the struggle becomes more open be- 
tween the moral authority of the League 
system and the old arbitrament by force. 
There are those even in this country who 
say that, since China is torn by dissensions, 
with a feeble Central Government, it is all 
for the best if the firm hand of Japan re- 
stores “order” in Manchuria. “Blind 
mouthes! that scarce themselves know how 
to hold A Sheep-hook.” They only repeat 
the inveteraté argument which has always 
been uséd by imperialistic adventurers and 
egainst.which an increasing part of the 
world is in revolt.

China is the symbol now of much more 
than a territorial dispute. She is the sym- 
bol to the members of the League of a 
struggle between principles the- isgye of 
which, when their day comes, may decide 
the fate of any one of them.

Here, 
with the discussion immediately ahead, we 
may be permitted to recall what the report 
does say. The Japanese contend that their 
military operations at Mukden on Sept. 18 
of last year were caused by the necessity of 
“self-defense.” The commission find that 
these operations “cannot be regarded as le- 
gitimate measures of self-defense”; and they 
point out that in any case “all the forces in 
Manchuria and some of those in Korea were 
brought into action almost simultaneously 
on the night of Sept. 18”—so little had the 
incident at Mukden to do with the far- 
reaching plans which the Japanese milita 
were about to execute. > 
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The Japanese say that the Manckfrian 


population, revolting against China, of its 
own free will created the State of Manchu- 
kuo. The report states that, while the Japa- 
nese attack began on Sept. 18, the Chinese 
General, Tsang Shih-yi, “was first. ap- 
proached on Sept. 20 and invited to organ- 
ize a Provincial Government independent of 


‘the Chinese Central Government. This he 


refused to do. He was then put under ar- 
rest and released on Dec. 15.” After. review- 


ing all the evidence, Japanese as well as 
Chinese, the report finds that the new State 
“cannot be considered to have been called 
into existence by a genuine and spontaneous 
independence movement.” As for the Jap- 
anese argument that “Manchukuo,” having 
come into being, represents the desires of 
the inhabitants, “We have come to the con- 
clusion,” says the report, “that there is no 
general Chinese support for the ‘Manchukuo 
Government,’ which is regarded by the local 
Chinese as an instrument of the Japanese.” 
+ * * 

These are the conclusions which the 

League Council; and then the League As- 


sembly, have to consider. The operations of 


the Japanese army, unjustified on the 
ground of “self-defense,” were acts of vio- 
lence, of war in all but name, in violation of 
treaties which Japan had/signed. The State 


. of Manchukuo, created by the will of Ja- 


pan, kept in life only by Japanese bayonets, 
violating the very treaty that was signed 
to protect China, has no moral validity and 
will be given no legal force by any self- 
respecting Power. 

Japan, it is sometimes said, has only done 
what other impérialistic Powers have often 
done before. e; though the Japanese 
cannot say it, who maintain (as in their “ob- 
servations” on the report) that the iron 
law of “self-defense” and the right of Man- 
churian “self-determination” cover their 
whole case. In any event, imperialism, since 
1918, is no defense. In the Covenant, the 
Kellogg Pact, the Nine-Power Treaty, the 
civilized states set up a new order, abjuring 
the old. Japan was with the rest on the 
penitent form; she joined in the hallelujahs; 
she too proclaimed that from her devils had 
been cast out. If now she is a backslider, 
the others must show fidelity to vows.

I am, of course, glad to withdraw my 
criticisms of Mr. Messersmith, since it now 
appears that the news stories from Berlin 
incorrectly placed upon him _ responsibility 
for the affair.

The Pirates sent Outfielder Du- 
gas and Pitcher Glenn Spencer to 
the Giants, along with a bundle of 
cash, and the Giants then swapped 
Dugas, Outfielder Fullis and some 
or all of the cash to the Phillies 
for Outfielder George Davis. 

Inasmuch as a weakness in left 
field was considered one of the 
few flaws in the Pittsburgh ma- 
chine last year, the Pirates, in the 
opinion of baseball men attending 
the meeting here, have taken a 
long stride toward preparing for 
the next pennant race. 

Durocher Sought by Cards. 

Rumors of other impending 
trades filled the air as the deal 
Was announced, and both St. Louis 
clubs were reported interested in 
transactions under consideration. 
The Cardinals were said to be try- 
ing to land Leo Durocher from 
t Reds, 

Phil Ball of the*Browns and 
Clark Griffith of the Senators were ; 
in conference this afternoon and 
a trade between the St. Louis and 
Washington clubs was expected to 
be announced soon. Neither party 
to the conference would give any 
information, but it was reported 
that Griffith desired to restore 
Goose Goslin to the Senator roster 
and that three or four men on each 
team would be involved. 

Bill Killefer, manager of the 
Browns, admitted that he had con- 
ferred with Joe Cronin, the boy- 
manager of the Senators, but de- 
clined to name men who were like- 
ly to be involved in any deal. 

Killefer denied that there was 
likely to be any transaction be- 
tween the Browns and Philadel- 
phia Athletics. The explaination was 
that Mack was eager to make 
trades but that he was not inter- 
ested in Goslin or any other high- 
salaried men, his desire being to 
cut down his overhead. 


Branch Rickey Ill. 

With Branch Rickey confined to 
his hotel room with a severe at- 
tack of flu, Sam Breadon was 
playing a lone hand in efforts to 
arrange trades to strengthen the 
Cardinals.

Michigan Likely 
To Curtail 1933 
Sport Activities 


By the Associated Press. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 13.—A 
hint that athletic activities of the 
University of Michigan will be cur- 
tailed for the year 1933-34 is con- 
tained in the annual report of Prof. 
Ralph W. Aigler, chairman of the 


board in control of athletics. The 
board already has authorized the 
coaches to arrange schedules in all 
sports for the remainder of the 
present academic year, 1932-33. 
While no official estimate has 
been announced, it is believed that 
football receipts for 1932 dropped to 
about $200,000, compared with 
$227,968.58 for the 1931 season. The 
latter figure was announced for the 
first time today, and the 1932 foot- 
ball gate willmot be made public 
until next December. 
Commenting that football receipts 
for 1932 are lower than for 1931 
cue to reduced ticket prices, the 
chairman’s report says that “by a 
continuance of the policy of re- 
trenchment and economy during 
the present academic year it will 
be possible to balance the budget.” 
In 1933-34, “it may be necessary to 
eliminate some of the customary ac- 
tivities,” it was added. 

Can’t Cut Big Items. 
“In two large items of expense,” 
the report says, “namely, ihterést 
and plant operation and mainten- 
ance, there is little if any chance 
for saving. The salary list is al- 


feady low compared with other in- 


stitutions. The chief opportunity 
for economies, then, must be in the 
elimination of some of the activi- 
ties.” 

The report for the academic year 
1931-32, ended last June 30, lists 
Michigan's share of the gate re- 
ceipts for various sports as follows: 
Football, $227,968.58; track, $485.24; 
basketball, $218.25; baseball, $3639.50; 
swimming, $347.50; wrestling, $11.50; 
hockey, $3065.17; tennis, $75. A pro- 
fessional tennis exhibition netted 
$824. Student coupon books contrib- 
uted $80,407.69, interest on bank bal- 
ances, $870.48; towel and locker 
fees, $1380.51; sale of refreshments, 
$1660.06, and miscellaneous sources, 
$703.70. Total income for the aca- 
demic year amounted to $321,057.18.

Some carriers of air mail, he 
said, were increasing reported op- 
erating costs to prevent reductions 
in subsidies. 

“One operator told me confiden- 
tially that he proposed to show 
higher operating costs,” Crane 
said. “I think the Post Office De- 
partment should know about that.” 
The president of the Braniff Air- [ 
ways, Paul Braniff of Oklahoma 
City, said his company was oper- 
ating a line paralleling a subsidized 
liné to show that “we can opertae 
cheaper and make a profit” with- 
out a subsidy. 

Dr. Crane said the Government 
could save $2,900,000 a year by dis-

He recommended that 
the total airmail subsidy be re- 
duced $1,000,000 each year for the 
next 10 years.

Responding to a Two No 
' Trump Opening Bid 


HAVE described the responses 
with minimum hands, whether 
short-suited or containing a five- 
card suit. We are now concerned 
with hands which justify a slam- 
mmm try from the re- 
WIE Coe 
ae es sponder’s point 
of view, and with 
which he must 
therefore make 
some response 
other than the 
mimimum “three 
no-trumps.” My 
last article dealt 
with the fairly 
simple situation 
where the re- 
sponding han d, 
HAL SIMS having no five- 
sn card suit to bid, 
can respond onlyin raises of the 
no- p declaration. I wish next 
to consider responding hands with 
one or more suits to bid, strong 
enough for slam tries. 
When to Assume Immediate Re- 
sponsibility for a Slam De- 
velopment. 


The same principle applies here 
as throughout my system—when 
assured of another chance to bid, 
do not force except to deliver a 
message which you can make clear 
only by forcing at this time, to 
convey very definite information 
which is not dependent on any 
subsequent support or confirmation 
from the opening bidder. You 
. know that the opener will make 
another bid—generally three -no- 
trumps—if you take him out ina 
’ suit by bidding three in that suit. 
This is a minimum response, but 
one which opener will, nevertheless, 
not pass. You will have another 
chance to bid if your hand requires 
it. An immediate force (jump 
takeout in four of a suit) should 
therefore only be made when you 
can virtually assure your partner 
that there will be no loser in that 
suit, that it is good for five or more 
tricks, and that in addition your 
' hand contains, for entry, a primary 
trick outside the long suit. Your 
suit-holding must therefore be of 
five or more cards containing two 
'of the top three honors. This 
usually makes the suit solid, as a 
two no-trump opening bid is not 
made on a hand without at least a 
' queen in its weakest suit. 

A Sure Basis for a Slam Try. 
There is no “if” about this suit; 
_ there is no “if” about your hand. 
It will presumably take six tricks 
in the play, and your partner knows 
that five of them are in the suit 
named. If he holds three of the 
suit, he can positively count on dis- 
carding two losers in other suits 
on your good suit. If he holds only 
_A x or K x there is a chance of 
losing a trick to the jack and he 
should take that into account in 
his next response. However, gen- 
erally a two no-trump bidder will 
hold three to the ace or king, or 
else his doubleton will be A J, K J 
' or he may hold Q J x, and then no 
allowance need be made for a pos- 
sible loser in the suit.

would justify responses of ‘four 
spades and four diamonds, respec- 
tively. You have no further bid in 
the hand, so that unless partner 
bids the slam, you must pass there- 
after. Should the opener now bid 
another suit, you must take the 
declaration back to the same num- 
ber of no-trumps. Having told your 
whole story on the first bid you 
made, do not rebid the same values. 
The slam decision is up to your 
partner. 

Signing Off Without Passing. 

If he develops the slam-try by 
bidding another suit, by steering 
him back to no trumps you are not 
proclaiming additional values of 
any kind. You are merely showing 
a preference for the safer and 
higher ranking contract. With the 
two above hands, your second bid 
should be a minimum return to no 
trumps, even if he bids five dia- 
monds over the first example; in 
the second hand neither of your 
king suits justifies a raise in that 
suit should the opener bid it over 
your jump take-out. Your distribu- 
tion in both these hands does not 
offer any reserve playing facilities. 
You have your suit and your out- 
side primary trick. You have told 
this to your partner. Abide by his 
eventual decision.

Timely Help 


(Din tne it happens that a child 


in the course of his work or 
play encounters difficulties 


which baffle him. 


The wagon won't turn, no matter 
how much or how hard he tugs and 
twists and pulls. The paint runs 
even when he takes great pains to 
brush it on with care. The puzzle 
parts simply won't fit together. 


The child is rare who at such 
moments calmly sets himself to fig- 
ure out what is wrong with his 
method and then patiently tries 
different ways until he has solved 
his problem. 


Usually after a moment of blind 
yand futile struggle during which 
he attempts to get the result he 
wants by main force, he gives up 
and turns in destructive wrath upon ' 
the things that behave so obsti- 
nately. 


This is, of course, very silly. The 
child needs to learn that under 
such circumstances he must keep 
his temper and use his head. This 
is best accomplished by just a little 
help at the psychological moment. 


Helping him over the worst part 
of the difficulty, showing him 
quietly how he can solve it for 
himself another time, shows him 
the advantage of maintaining an 
intelligent, purposeful attitude in- 
stead of indulging in an emotional 
explosion. 


The need for help is indicated, 
too, when the child after exerting 
himself to accomplish some lengthy 
task finds himself near the end too 
tired to finish it alone. 

“Help in these instances makes it 
easier for the child to learn self- 
control, perseverance and patience 
in relation to his work—useful at- 
titudes that enable him to use his 
abilities effectively.

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THE GOLDEN RULE 


O PRACTICE the Golden 

Rule, asks for love and wis- 

dom, but also for the imag- 
ination to put ourselves in the 
place of another, to sit where 
he sits and see things from his 
angle. To the promptings of 
love we must add “the moral ob- 
ligation to be intelligent,” else 
we run a risk of injuring our 
fellow man by helping to make 
him greedy, selfish, exacting 
and as flabby as a jellyfish, if 
not a miserable parasite. 


A case in point is the story in 
the life of Samuel Butler, the 
famous author of “The Way of 
All Flesh,” of his dealings with 
his friend, Pauli. He met nis 
friend in New Zealand, and, as 
Pauli was in bad health and 
poor, Butler paid his way to 
England and agreed to give him 
$1000 a year for three years, 
while he studied law. Butler 
fulfilled his promise not only 
for three years, but for 33 years, 
often when he himself was poor. 


In secret Pauli earned at 
times $4000 a year, and died 
leaving an estate of $45,000, 
without remembering Butler in 
his will. The point is not the 
injury done to Butler, bad as 
that was, but the injury to the 
man who sinned against him —a 
sin encouraged by an extraordi- 
nary kindness, until his soul 
must have been rotten within 
him. Butler, who did not pro- 
fess to be a Christian, said very 
simply: 


“I felt pretty sure I was do- 
ing a great deal too much, but 
I had rather have done a great 
deal too much than a little too 
little. My conscience is abso- 
lutely clear of all offense to- 
ward him, save that of having 
made it so deplorably easy to 
do things which, if I had made 
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them harder, he would have 
been less likely to do.” 

Of course, such a case is as 
exceptional as it was outrage- 
ous, but it goes to show that 
we may do good in a stupid, 
easy-going way, and actually do 
more harm than good. Also, we 
must avoid what a recent nov- 
elist called “the snake of un- 
selfishness,” by which he meant 
that it is easier, and less trou- 
ble, to be soft and sentimental, 
oftentimes, when it is our duty 
to be stern, lest we undermine 
the moral stamina of those 
whom we serve. Still, it may 

be better to do too much than 
“a little too little,” as Butler 
put it.

which, at its conception, pos- 
sesses a remarkable growth im- 
petus, most of which is expended 
while the individual is still in his 
mother’s body, and during tne first 
few years of his life. 


This growth impetus requires 
concrete substances for its expres- 
sion. In other words, there is a 
native tendency in the infant and 
child to grow, but in order that 
this tendency might be fully real- 
ized, the individual must have food 
in adequate amounts. 


What, however, constitutes ade- 
quate food? We have answered 
this question for a good many 
years in terms of a balanced diet, 
comaining .a sufficiency of pro- 
teins, carbohydrates and fats. 

Now, however, we realize that 
these essential elements are not in 
themselves adequate. In addition 
to these building substances we 
also require what is called vitamin 
B2 or vitamin G. 

Vitamin B was first described 
more than 15 years ago. At that 
time it was thought one element. 

More recently, however, it was 
shown that this vitamin is really 
made up of two separate parts, 
one whieh prevents degenerative 
changes in nerves, and another de- 
scribed as a growth-promoting and 
appetite-stimulating substance. 

Much study has been devoted to 
the second portion of vitamin B, 
called B2 or G, particularly with 
regard to its distributio. in food 
materials. 

It has been established that B2 
is available in common foods in 
the following descending order: 
Dried ox liver, dried yeast, meat 
(dried steak), milk solids, egg yolk, 
wheat germ, wheat bran, wheat 
pollard, dried peas, whole wheat, 
whole maize, white and yellow, 
maize germ meal and milk. 

Children whose growth and ap- 
petite appear to be unsatisfactory 
and who are free from organic 
disease, should have as part of 
their dietary generous portions of 
the foods listed above. 


Rolls placed in a paper bag with 
the end twisted securely and placed 
in a moderate oven for a short 
time will be as though freshly 
baked.
